Firing Squad Executes Gen. 
Sanchez, His Aid and a 
Political Leader. 


Mexico City, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—An un- 


day to assassinate Gen. Alvaro Obre- 
gon, candidate for the presidency of 
Mexico. 

Obregon’s cheek was cut by glass 
from the windshield of the automo- 
bile in which he was riding. The wind- 
shield was shattered by the explosion 
of two bombs thrown this afternoon 
as Obregon passed near the United 
States Embassy. 

Companions of Obregon in another 
automobile shot and sericusly wounded 
two of the bombers and the other was 
arrested. 

Police started an investigation to de- 
termine whether political conspirators 
were responsible for the attempt. 

Obregon, displaying perfect calm, 
continued to the bull fight and wit- 
nessed the performance. 

President Calles also was at the 
bull fight and, when he heard what 
had occurred, he warmly congratulated 
Obregon on his escape. 

The two wounded bombers, Lamberto 
Ruiz and Antonio Tirado, received 
medical attention at police head- 
quarters where it was said their con- 
dition was grave. Francisco Olivero, 
the other one arrested, was questioned 
with them by police but what the 
questioning had developed was not re- 
vealed.

Are “Political Enemies.” 

Nogales, Ariz., Nov. 13 (A.P.).—Gen. 
Alvaro’ Obregon, whose face was cut 
by flying glass when two bombs 
thrown by would-be assassins exploded 
beside his automobile in Mexico City 
today, told the Herald over the tele- 
phone tonight that the bombers were 
“political enemies” but not men of 
importance. 

Telegrams received in iWNogales, Sonora, 
Mexico, tonight by Senora Maria Tapia 
de Obregon, wife of Gen. Obregon, can- 
didate for the presidency of Mexico, de- 
scribed the attempt on her husband’s 
life today. 

Obregon and an attorney by name of 
Orci were driving through the Chapul- 
tepec Palace grounds preparatory to 
going to a bull fight, where the general 
was to have officiated as master of 
ceremonies, when the attempt to as- 
sassinate him was made, the telegram 
said. <A car, bearing three men, passed 
the automobile in which Obregon was 
riding. As the trio sped by two of 
them, sitting in the back seat of the 
automobile, hurled two bombs at the 
presidential candidate. 


May Be Shot Today. 


Gen. Ortero and Juan Jaine, who were 
riding in an automobile directlyyin back 
of Obregon, gave chase to the attempted 
assassins. After a pursuit of several 
miles the three men were caught at La 
Reforma, a suburb of Mexico City. They 
immediately were remanded t the mil- 
itary prison at Mexico City and were to 
have received summary” hearing with 
probable execution tomorrow morning. 

Sonora Obregon early in the evening 
received a meager telegram from the 
bull-fight ring.in Mexico City, telling 
of the attempt on her husband’s life 
Direct telegraphic communication was 
established by her between Nogales, 
Sonore and Mexico City, and additiona) 
d:‘ails of the attempted assassination 
were received. 

In a second telegram i: war said that 
Gen. Obregon, apparently not fearing 
further attempts on his life, was going 
to @ popular cafe in Mexico City to- 
night, where he was to be guest of 
honor at a formal banquet. 


Three Are Executed. 


; Special dispatches to the Herald to- 
day reported that the rebel Gen. Jesus 
Sanchez and his aide Felix Machuca 
were captured and executed by Federa, 
troops at Flaxiaco, state of Oaxaca. Five 
other rebels and three Federal soldiers 
were killed, and twelve rebels wounded 
in the fighting. 
The dispatch also reported that 
Leon Garza, Monterey political leader 
in the state of Nuevo Leon, also was 
,executed following his conviction of 
assassinating Francisco Marrinez, a 

state official.

HE REFUSES TO TALK 


Chicago, Nov.-11 (A.P.).—Efforts to 
verify the report that Harold F. Mc- 
Cormick, multimillionaire chairman of 
the executive board of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co., is preparing suit 
for divorce from his second wife, Ganna 
Walska, have been unsuccessful with 
Mr. McGormick absent from the city 
presumably in California. 

The Herald-Examiner today said it 
had learned from “an authoritative 
source” that Mr. McCormick’s attorney 
had prepared the suit and that it 
would be filed in Chicago this week. 
However, Miss Muriel, McCormick, 
daughter of Mr. McCormick, and his 
first wife, Mrs. Edith Rockefeller Mc- 
Cormick, appeared surprised at the re- 
port, and said she would not believe it 
until she saw the divorce papers. She 
said she had nothing to say until then 
although she expressed regret that the 
Red Cross was not getting the publicity 
instead of her father. She is devoting 
her time now in the interest of Red 
Cross activities. 

Mr. McCormick’s residence said mere- 
ly, “he was in California, probably at 
the Hotel.Miramar, Santa Barbara.”’ 
The Herald-Examiner, said it had 
learned that Mr. McCormick would 
charge Ganna Walska with desertion 
on the grounds that she refuses to 
join him here. She is in Paris, where 
she conducts a shop and owns several 
properties.

Locked Out of Own Home, 
Victim Was Climbing Into 


Chum’s Room.

Valparaiso, Ind., Nov. 13.—Mistaken 
for a robber as she was climbing in the 
window at a neighbor’s home, Paula 
Gratton, 17, was shot and killed by 
Norman Pierce, father of her girl chum.

Seizing his re- 
volver, he entered his daughter’s bed- 
room just a Miss Grafton was crawling 
in at the window. He fired and she 
fell back to the lawn, screaming with 
pain. 

Neighbors took the dying girl to a 
‘hospital and Pierce, in a state of col- 
lapse, surrendered to the police, but 
was not held.

WRECKED IN AZORES 


Big Junkers Machine, as 
It Heads Toward Sea, 
Suddenly Falls. 


LAUNCH SAVES CREW 
FROM HORTA HARBOR 


Lilli Dillenz, of Rival Aero, Is 
Anxious to Make Flight, 
Despite Crash. 


Horta, Island of Fayal, Azores, Nov.) 
13 (A.P.).—The Heinkel hydroairplane, 
D-1220, lay a mass of twisted wreckage 
in the harbor of this seaport today as 
a result of the latest of a series of ac- 
cidents that beset her since taking off 
from Warnemuende, Germany, October 
12, for the United States via the Azores. 
The crew was rescued uninjured. 

_Taking advantage of almost perfect 
flying weather, the D-1220, in command 
of Herst Merz, took the air at 3 o’clock 
this morning with Harbor Grace, New- 
foundland, as its objective. After cir- 
cling around a few times in the engine 
warming process the plane headed for 
the open sea and almost immediately 
the engine stopped and there was a ter- 
rific splash. 

A motorboat with an Associated Press 
correspondent which was in attendance 
at the take-off rusted full speed to the 
scene where the crew was found swim- 
ming uninjured in the gasoline-covered 
water. 

Plane Total Wreck. 

A launch succeeded in getting the 
partly submerged plane into tow and 
reached shore with it, where it was 
found tobe a total wreck. The pon- 
toons were completely smashed and one 
wing was missing. 

The commander of the ill-fated plane 
and his companions, William Bock, ra- 
dio .operator, and Fritz Rhode, me- 
chanic, have not yet decided what their 
step will be. It was announced, how- 
ever, that the Junker’s seaplane, D-1230, 
which also has been at Horta awaiting 
favorable weather to hop off for the 
United States, had postponed further 
attempts to hop off. Both the D-1220 
and the D-1230 are backed by the Ham- 
rburg-American Steamship Line in an 
effort to demonstrate the practicability 
of transatlantic flying. The D-1230 has 
as a passenger Lillie Dillenz, a Viennese 
actress who was represented today as 
being very anxious to continue on to 
America despite the crash of the 
D-1220. 


Has Had Many Mishaps. 


At the outset of its flight the D-1220 
developed trouble in its radiator. A 
leak forced it to descend at Brunsbuet- 
tel, Germany, a few hours after its 
initial start in Warmuende. The next 
day the plane was flown to Wilhelms- 
haven for repairs, and on October 14 
completed the first lap of the flight, 
landing at Amsterdam, Holland. 

From Amsterdam the D-1220 flew to 
Vigo, Spain, a distance of 1,000 miles, 
on October 16. It made the 250-mile 
hop from Vigo to Lisbon, Portugal, on 
October 18. Here further trouble was 
experienced with the radiator and ex- 
tensive repairs had to be made, which 
delayed departure from the European 
mainland until November 4, when the 
900-mile hop to Horta was made suc- 
cessfully. Here the D-1220 joined the 
D-1230, and both of them had been 
awaiting favorable weather since. 

Press dispatches from Berlin Satur- 
day said German flying circles were 
getting impatient at the continued de- 
lay of the two planes, and believed 
German prestige would suffer.

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BRONX MAN SHOT DEAD 
AT WOMAN'S APARTMENT 


Former War Nurse, Wounded, 
May Be Charged With 
Murdering Him. 


SUICIDE THREAT RELATED 


New York, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—A 22- 
year-old real estate agent was shot 
seven times and killed today in the 
Bronx apartment of a 35-year-old wem- 
an, a former war nurse, who was taken 
to a hospital pnconscious and critically 
wounded by a bullet under her heart. 

Police found Andrew Devolo, treas- 
urer of a realty concern, dead in the 
apartment of Mrs. Marlyse Maye a few 
minutes after Mrs. Maye had stumbled 
out of her rooms crying, “Andy, Andy 
don’t shoot me.” In one of Devolo’s 
hands was an eight-shot .25-caliber au- 
tomatic pistol and the other grasped 
several strands of the woman's hair. 

Mrs. Maye regained consciousness at 
the hospital only at brief intervals, 
murmuring, “Andy, Andy, no matter 
what happens, I love you.” Police were 
unable to interrogate her, but inti- 
mated tliat i? she lived she would be 
charged with killing Devolo. 

Dete<ives investigating the case de- 


clared that a friénd of Mrs. Maye told 
them that the injured woman recently 
had said that she intended to end her 
life and had bought a pistol for that 
purpose. 

All of the seven wounds in Devolo’s 
body were inflicted at close range and 
any of them might have been fatal, 
police said. »

U.S. MAY ASK RECALL 
OF CONSUL GENERAL 


Chinese Official in Manila 
Accused of Seeking to 
Block Legislation. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Manila, Nov. 13-—-The recall of 
Lingoh Wang, Chinese Consul General 
here; is likely to be asked by act- 
ing Gov. Gen. Eugene Gilmore, accord- 
ing to the Manile Daily Bulletin, on 
grounds that Lingoh Wang lobbied in 
the legislature to defeta the Chinese 
registration bill. The bill provided 
drastic penalties and deportation for 
Chinese caught illegally entering the 
Philippines. It is said the law was rec- 
ommended by Washington, which .is 
alarmed at the increasing influx of 
Chinese into the Philippines contrary 
to the American exciusion laws. 

Lingoh Wang says he consulted with 
the senators and urged them to post- 
pone action on the bill. This was stated 
to be’ undue interference by a foreign 
representative in internal affairs of a 
dependency of the United States, and 
an attempt to defeag the operation of 
the Federal Chinese exclusion law.

More revelations touching the oper- 
ations of the Burns detectives in the 
Fall-Sinclair oil trial jury scandal were 
made public last night by Government 
counsel. 

This was by way of reply to public 
declarations by William J. Burns that 
the story told to these counsel by Will- 
iam J. McMullin and containing star- 
tling accusations against the interna- 
tionally known detective, was “a tissue 
of lies.” 

Coincidentally, counsel stated that 
Burns would be given an opportunity 
today to make his third appearance be- 
fore the grand jury to present his state- 
ment and submit himself to cross-ques- 
tioning on the basis of the affidavit 
made by McMullin, who was sent here 
by the Burns Agency to shadow the 
trial jury and who reported to the Gov- 
ernment within a week. 

Among other things Government 
counsel said McMullin had told them 
that he had been cautioned by Burns 
and his son, W. Sherman, to “stick to 
his story” and to “carry on” before the 
grand jury and that he would be “taken 
care of” later by the Burns organiza- 
tign. 

McMullin, who was known to the 
Burns pepole as William V. Long, with 
the code designation L-36, told Govern- 
ment counsel that he expected “a real 
hand-out” from the elder Burns. He

Japanese and French 
Land More Troops 
to Stay Panic. 


FOREIGN CONCESSIONS 
STRONGLY GUARDED 


Conflagrations Set by Fleeing 
Soldiers Are Partly 
Under Control. 


Hankow, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—The violent 
disorders that broke out in the native 
quarter of Hankow yesterday, when 
the military dictator, Gen. Tang Sen- 
Chi, fled before the approach of the 
Nanking Nationalists, continued today, 
but with diminished intensity. The 
many tremendous fires that were start- 
ed by the fleeing soldiers were partly 
under control. Some semblance of or- 
der replaced the panic that followed 
upon the outrages perpetrated by 
hordes of leaderless soldiers and civilian 
looters. 

Gen. Tang Sen-Chi and his follow- 
ers are retreating westward. They are 
entrenching at Hanyang. 

Army headquarters, situated in the 
former British concegsion, set on fire 
yesterday, blazed for three hours. Seri- 
ous damage was done to the customs 
house next door. 

The British, German and Russian 
concessions were strongly barricaded. 
Chinese occupying the Russian conces- 
sion attempted to repulse the soldier 
and civilian looters, but without great 
success. 

rhe Japanese and French landed ad- 
ditional forces,.but up to this morning 
the British had not acted. 

Tang Sen-Chi’s deputy commander, 
seeking to assert his authority, issued 
@ proclamation, declaring that “as the 
commander is absent, 1, with the 
Thirtieth army, will maintain order 
and safety at Wuchang.” 

No attention was paid to the procla- 
mation, and the outlook is most un- 
certain. 

Among other buildings set on fire 
and looted by the followers of Tang 
Sen-Chi and the civilian mob was the 
General Labor Union Building. Guards 
which had been placed at this bulld- 
ing fired in the air hoping thus to 
disperse the rioters, but their action 
was futile, as all persous within the 
building and the guards themselves 
were stripped of their valuables and 
clothing. 


Yacht Party, Wrecked 
On an Island, Rescued 


Miami, Fla., Nov. 13 (A.P.).—After 
being marooned on an island in the 
Florida keys since their yacht, the Cyn- 
thiana, sank early yesterday, Mr. and 
Mrs. R. H. Harris and Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Filer were rescued today by a 
boat from Key West. 

The yacht was anchored Friday off 
the key, and during the night dragged 
its anchor and foundered. All seven 
persons aboard were landed before the 
vesse!] sank. 

Three of the party, Harry N. Roth 
and Will Claire, Miami, and Pete Mat- 
thews, of Lemon City, reached Key 
West last night in a small rowboat, 
having rowed more than 20 miles 
against a heavy sea. . 


WEALTHY MAN FALLS 
FROM HOTEL WINDOW 


Attorney and Roommate of 
Biltmore Guest Doubts 
Suicide Theory. 


New York, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—Arthur 
T. Rottenberg, 35, of Chicago, said to 
be a wealthy oll and real estate dealer, 
leaped or fell out of a window in his 
room on the fourth floor of the Bilt- 
more Hotel today, receiving possibly 
fatal injuries when he landed -on a 
screen covering the hotel’s Italian gar- 
dens on the street level. 

His attorney and roommate, Charles

Chief of Police Daniel White, of 
Claremont, was notified and had the 
woman brought. here. She was kept 
in seclusion until the arrival of her 
huSband, the Rev. Dascomb Forbush, 
who was out with a searching party at 
the time. 

Had Strange Malady. 

The disappearance of Mrs. Forbush, 
which was ascribed to a strange nerv- 
ous malady which impelled her to seek 
solitude, resulted in an extensive 
search of the wooded districts in the 
vicinity of Washington and adjacent 
sections of Virginia and Maryland. 


hundreds of civilians and members of 
veterans organizations participated in 
the search which was led by her hus- 
band. 

The only thing that appeared to be 
a trace of the missing woman was the 
report of two negroes October 29, that 
they had caught a glimpse of a woman 
in the woods near Wheaton, Md., 8 
miles from Washington.

When police arrived they found 
improvised shelter of packing boxes 
and a bed of leaves, but an intensive 
search of the neighborhood failed to 
disclose further trace of the woman.

Dr. Forbush reported the disappear- 
ance of his wife a short time after she 
eluded him in the theater, and from the 
moment his report was received not 
only the efforts of the police, but the 
concentrated energies of local American 
Legion posts, Boy Scouts and other 
organizations were devoted to searching 


the nearby parks and wooded places 
for his wife 


Hundreds of clews and reports were 
reéeived by the local authorities from 
persons who had seen, or who thought 
they had seen Mrs. Forbush, and each 
of these was followed out. Bloodhounds 
were called upon to aid the local au- 
thorities in their quest for the missing 
woman, but the keen-scented hounds 
were as unable to find Mrs. Forbush as 
were the best detectives of headquaf- 
ters.

‘Robbers, Parmenter Tells 
Law and Order Group. 


Gov. Al Smith of New York was as- 
sailed yesterday afternoon at a mass 
- meeting of the Citizens Service Asso- 
ciation for Law and Order in the Ar- 
cadia Auditorium. 

Bootleggers, drug peddlers, crooked 
politicians and America’s wet drinking 
population were scored as “arch crim- 
inais” and “anarchists’’ during the two 
and one-half hours of “panning” by 
speakers. 

The enthusiasm of the nearly 2,000 
members and friends of the organiza- 
tion, which broke forth into hand- 
clapping and muffled cheers on more 
than a score of occasions, temporarily 
interrupted the speeches of the Rev 
William S Abernethy, president of the 
Citizens Service Association and pastor 
of the Calvary Baptist Church; B. 
M, Parmenter, assistant United States 
Attorney General, and Col. Raymond 
Robins, of Chicago. 

In opening the meeting Dr. Aber- 
nethy said: 


“We make no apologies whatsoever | 


for taking a hand in aiding law en- 
forcement. We have been criticized 
and ‘cussed’ and called ‘snoopers.’ We 
are not ‘snoopers’ and criticism can not 
hurt us.” 

Dr Abernethy, who presided over the 
meeting, said the cause of the Citizens 
Service Association was a just and 
God-like cause, and it was the purpose 
of his organization to get every minister 
and church member in Washington in 
the organization as an active worker. 


Drinkers Held Anarchists. 


Col. Robins called the country’s 
liquor-drinking population “anarchists,” 
Any one who deliberately breaks the 
law as defined in the Constitution and 
its amendments is nothing else but an 
“anarchist,” Col. Robins said. 

Following the address of Parmenter, 
during which he predicted the drys 
would “defeat the bootleggers. in as 
effective manner as America’s. Armies 
defeated the kaiser and the king of 
England,” . Abernethy called on all 
members the audience who had not 
joined the association and contributed 
their dollar dues to do so.

Police pickets posted at the entrance 
to near beer and soft drink establish- 
ments are no innovation to the hard- 
ened campaigners who command pre- 
cincts in the downtown section of the 
city, it was learned from Maj.

B. Hesse, superintendent of police, last 
night. The strategic operation has 
been tried with varying success in sev- 
eral precincts, he said. 

An establishment on Tenth street, 
suspected of selling liquor, was closed 
by the simple expedient of stationing a 
uniformed policeman at the door, ac- 
cording to Sergt.

Letterman declared that another 
place, near Ninth and I streets north- 
west, is about to close its doors because 
its customers do not like to be sub- 
jected to the menacing scrutiny of a 
uniformed policeman while they trans- 
act their business.

“He stood bravely at his post by my 
side on the poop through all the storm, 
rain and volumes of smoke, when at 
times we could see but a few feet ahead, 
as the blinding smoke and heat were 
simply terrible. Mr. Jones is a young 
officer of great promise and bids fair 
to be of value to the service and his 
country.” 

During the Spanish-American War 
Rear Admiral Jones served on the Doro- 
thea, a converted yacht which was on 
patrol duty with Admiral Sampson's 
fleet. He spent a number of years in 
South American waters and in Domini- 
can and West Indian waters on the U. 
8S. S. Scorpion. 

In 1909 he served as executive officer 
of the Idaho and in 1911 commanded 
the Tennessee. In 1912 he was ap- 
pointed commandant of the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard and superintendent of 
the naval gun factory, attending the 
Naval War College in 1916. 

At the beginning of the World War,

The young detective and World War 
veteran who kept the Government ad- 
vised of what was going on in the 
ranks of the operatives employed by 
Henry Mason Day, confidential asso- 
ciate of Harry F. Sinclair, was quoted 
as having said that William J. Burns 
and his son, in advising him “to stick 
to his story” before the grand jury 
referred to an affidavit McMullin made 
and in effect accusing Harris R. Lamb 
a special assistant to the Attorney 
General, with having made contact 
with one of the jurors. . 


Advised by U. 8. Counsel, 


McMullin made this affidavit on the 
advice of Government counsel, and it 
became the basis for charges by Burns 
that the only persons who had ap- 
proached any of the jurors was a Gov- 


ernment agent and a newspaper man 
lts basis was a report which McMul- 
lin claims he signed, by direction of 
hig superiors and which was false. 
txplaining the circumstances sur- 
rounding the drafting of that affidavit, 
Government counsel said McMullin’s 
understanding was that the original re- 
port was to be used by the defense for 
the purposes of bringing about a mis- 
trial if that should prove necessary. 
They also said McMullin had informed 
them that Charles G. Ruddy, in charge 
of the Burns operatives, had induced 
the detective to sign other false reports 
about following jurors in nearby Mary- 
land and to put in expenses at the 
rate of 17 cents a mile. 
District Attorney Gordon character- 
ized this as an evident inducement to 
McMullen by the Burns manager to 
make the false reports, which had to do 
not only with Lamb, but also with 
Juror Norman J. Glascock and other 
persons. 


Returns to Philadelphia. 


Five days after McMullin first estab- 
lished contact with lawyers prosecuting 
the oil conspiracy case through former 
Gov. Pinchot of Pennsylvania he re- 
turned to Philadelphia. He related 
that he was told to keep out of sight, 
but that on November 1, the Burns 
people again summoned him to Wash- 
ington and directed him to go to the 
office of Daniel Thew Wright, counsel 
for Day. 
McMullin’s story, as made public 
officially, is that Wright was not in 
his office and he again was directed 
to return to Philadelphia. Summoned 
| Rare again, the detective again went to 
office, where he received a 


telephonic message from the Burns 
manager to go at once to the Ward- 
man Park Hotel. 

At the Burns headquarters at the 
hotel, McMullin asserts Ruddy and his 
assistant instructed him as to the form 
of the affidavit and promised that if 
he followed that line he would be taken 
care of. Wright later was summoned 
and drew up the affidavit in long hand. 
A copy of this affidavit subsequently 
was made public’ by Burns as a basis 
for his charge. : 

Government counsel declared there 
was no question about the corroboration 
ot McMullin’s story that he made false 
reports on jurors, as both Lamb and 
Glascock have testified that they never 
were at Potomac Flying Field, where 
one report placed them on a Saturday 
Records of Glascock’s employer show 
that he worked all of that day.

There also is the statement of George 
Aikens, proprietor of an automobile re- 
pair shop, that Lamb’s car was in his 
place undergoing repairs at the time the 
Burns report alleges that it was at Po- 
tomac Flying Field. 

District Attorney Gordon declared em- 
phatically yesterday that any report 
that McMullin was a secret service man

foundation. He said none of Govern- 
ment counsel had ever heard of him 
until after he had told Pinchot that he 
was “disgusted” with the tactics the 
Burns agency was using in the jury 
shadowing. 

An investigation of McMullin has 
been made and Government counsel 
said it disclosed that he had an excel- 
lent reputation and a good war record. 
Col. Daniel Buckley, of Ambler, Pa., who 
was in command of the aerial squadron 
to which McMullin was attached during 
the war, told counsel that the detective 
had made “a corking fine soldier,” and 
that he came from a very fine family.

“The insurance company’s figures 
show that the nation’s death rate has 
risen steadily since 1920,” the associa- 
tion’s statement said. “The most alarm- 
ing fact revealed by the insurance re- 
port is the steadily increasing death 
rate of men more than 35 years old. 
Dr. Louis Dublin, chief statistician of

Cars were lined up for hours three 
deep for 2 miles along the Hudson 
Boulevard on the Jersey side, and all 
thoroughfares leading to Freeman 
Plaza at the New York end of the tubes 
were badly congested for a similar 
period. Tunnel officials, who estimated 
50,000 cars would pass through the 
tubes in the first 24 hours of the tun- 
nels’ operation, said they were sending 
4.100 cars through every hour from 
noon on, or 300 in excess of the esti- 
mated capacity. The tie-up was attri- 
buted to New York sightseers, intent 
upon making round trips and holding 
up traffic coming in from all roads in 
Jersey. The tunnel organization func- 
tioned with.amazing efficiency and after 
the first rush of the curious, it was 
promised conditions will improve. 

Estimated Capacity Passed. 

In the first hour after the tunnels 
were opened to traffic. from 12:01 to 1 
o'clock this morning the two tubes cCar- 
ried 4.047 vehicles, or 247 more than 
the estimated hourly capacity of 3,800 
cars. As early as 9:30 last night cars 
lined up in the New York and Jersey 
City plazas, waiting for the tunnel to 
be opened at midnight. Freeman Plaza 
at Broome and Varick streets, and all 
the adjoining streets were black with 
Cars all night. 

Twenty minutes after the tubes were 
thrown open to the public one car 
smashed into another in the East- 
bound tunnel and held up traffic for 
4 minutes. A tunnel policeman had 
cautioned a driver to keep his spacing 
of 75 feet. He slowed up and the car 
behind crashed into him. A policeman, 
still unfamiliar with the various me- 
chanical devices, which are spaced 150 
feet apart, pressed the wrong button. 
Instead of stopping traffic to permit 
a towing crew to come through he rang 
in a fire alarm. Early in the day two 
other cars were stalled. They were 
towed out prompt! ly and traffic did not 
suffer a serious tie-up. 

According to the men in charge of 
the toll booths, most of today’s traffic 
through tubes was made up of 
the merely curious. Many scores of 
cars, they said, made the round trip 
three or four times. And there were 
many drivers who mistakenly thought 
the 50-cent ticket good for a ride 
through and back again. The charge

METHODS OF BRATIANO 
BROTHERS ARE SCORED 


Accusers Now in the Dock, 
Say Opponents; Demand 
for Prince Fails. 


Bucharest, Roumania, Nov. 13 (A-P.). 
Roumanian public opinion is pro- 
foundly stirred by the court-martial of 
Mihail Manoilescu, former undersec- 
retary, charged with conspiring to bring 
former Crown Prince Carol back to 
Roumania and put him on the throne, 
The proceedings of the court-martial 
thus far have proved a revelation. 
Manoilescu’s brilliant oratory has serv- 
ed in the minds of the people to bring 
as much credit to Carol as discredit 
to certain political methods in Rou- 
mania, Although the case has been 
in progress for only two days it is 
already replete with dramatic develop- 
ments, giving.new light to the coun- 
try’s troubled dynastic situation. 

The evidence of Manoilescu and 
others has been given wit the object 
of showing that Carol had the interests 
of the country deeply at heart and that 
his abdication was not due to any per- 
sonal idiosyncrasies but to:-his treat- 
ment by M. Bratiano, now premier. 
Scores of spectators and two of the 
military judges wept when the defend- 
ant described how the premier prevent- 
ed realization of the dying request 
which King Ferdinand repeatedly ut- 
tered to see his eldest son. 


Public Demands Document. 


The public is clamoring to see the 
document which Manoilescu and other 
witnesses allege Carol wrote to the 
king, giving the inside reasons for his 
renunciation. This has been omitted 
from the government’s pamphlet, con- 
taining the text of documents affirm- 
ing Carol’s renunciation. 

The leaders of the opposition political 
parties declare that the hearing has 
turned into a trial of the accusers 
themselves and a formidable indict- 
ment of the methods of the Bratiano 
brothers, Ion and Vintilla. The effect 
of the trial so far aas been to intensify, 
rather than allay, the dangerous po- 
litical strife. 

Opponents of the government say 
that the trial, which Bratiano hoped 
would terminate the Carolist affair and 
stifle the opposition, has served only 
to stiffen the opposition. Yesterday 
the prosecutor attempted to end the 
hearing, but the defendant’s 110 volun- 
teer lawyers demanded that at least 
four of their number should be heard, 
@ request which the court granted. 


Censorship Is Tighter. 


Meanwhile the government has in- 

tensified the censorship. Bucharest 
newspapers are appearing with great 
gaping white spaces, reminiscent. of 
war days. The government has also 
forbidden a national gathering of the 
Peasant party at Alda Julia unless the 
dynastic question is avoided. 
A bitter controversy arose last night 
over the defense’s demand for the call- 
ing of the former crown prince as a 
witness. 

“He must come, in order to prove 
that he never thought of returning ex- 
cept as a member of the regency,” 
shouted M. Theodoreanu, the defend- 
ant’s expert on criminal law. “He is a 
Roumanian citizen, and nobody has the 
right to prevent him from coming to 
give evidence. Our laws know neither 
exile nor excommunication.” 

The prosecutor retorted: 

“Carol can not return, because the 
law forbids his return for ten years. 
Moreover, I am authorized by the com- 
petent authorities to say that on no ac- 
count will they tolerate Carol’s entry 
into Roumania.” 

After more than two hours secret 
deliberation the court rejected the de- 
fense’s argument, three votes to two, 
and Theodoreanu retired in disgust, de- 
claring that the trial was a travesty. 


Envoy Denies Culbertson 
Called on Manoilesco 


Formal denial of the report that 
William S. Culbertson, United States 
Minister to Roumania, has called so- 
Cilally on M. Manoilesco, political pris- 


oner in Bucharest, was issued yester- 
day by Minister George Cretziano, of 
Roumania, in a letter to The Washing- 
ton Post. 

“Several Roumanian newspapers have 
published a report that Mr. Culbertson 
had called and left cards on Mr. M. 
Manoilesco, former undersecretary of 
state for finance, at the prison where 
the latter is being detained for com- 
plicity in a plan for the restoration of 
former Crown Prince Carol to the 
throne,” the letter states. “I have been 
requested by my government to give 
a formal denial to the above report, 
which was based on a purely’ fictitious 
story.” 

Cretziano also stated that the Rou- 
manian foreign minister, Nicholas Titu- 
lesco, had requested him to state that 
Culbertson enjoys the unanimous sym- 
pathies of the Roumanian people, and 
to express the hope of the Roumanian 
government that Culbertson’s mission 
in Roumania may be of very long dura- 
tion, so that he may continue to de- 
velop the existing ties of friendship 
between the countries. 


German Laws Rule 
In All Desert Places 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Berlin Nov. 13.—German criminal 
laws will rule at the north and south 
poles and all desert places of the earth, 
according to the decision taken by the 
reichstag committee in elaborating the 
new penal code. 

“The German laws shall have force 
in all territories not under any rec- 
ognized flag,” it was decided. 
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Stalin Calls That the Reason 
Moscow Doesn’t Ask 
Membership. 


ADMITS PROLETARIAN 
PRESS ONLY IS FREE 


Defends the Imprisonment of 
Menshevik by Drawing 
1917 Parallel. 


Moscow, Russia, Nov. 13 (AP.).—In 
a statement to some 80 foreign dele- 
gates to the World Congress of Friends 
of Soviet Russia, Joseph Stalin, whose 
title is “secretary general of the Com- 
munist party,” but who is actually the 
head of the Russian government, to- 
day gave Russia’s viewpoint on a num- 
ber of questions submitted to him. 

He asserted that Soviet Russia was 
not interested in League of Nation 
membership because of her unwilling- 
ness to take responsibility for the 
league’s imperialistic policy. 

Asked why Russia did not have lib- 
erty of the press, Stalin said: 

“If you mean liberty for the bour- 
geoisie,.my answer is that we haven't 
any. If you mean liberty for the pro- 
letarian press, there isn’t a country in 
the world where the workers have such 
wide liberty of the press as in Soviet 
Russia.” 

He was asked, “Why do the Bolshe- 
viks keep the Mensheviks imprisoned?” 


Draws 1917 Parallel. 


Stalin parried this with the query, 
“Why was Lenine forced to hide in 
1917, and why did the Mensheviks put 
the Bolsh-viks in jail when the former 
held power?” 

When questioned why the Social 
Democratic press bureau was not per- 
mitted to send a correspondent to Rus- 
sia, Stalin declared, “Social Democratic 
newspapers, like the Berlin Vorwaerts, 
will be per iuitted to send correspon- 
dents when they behave as decently as 
some of the bourgeois papers, like the 
Vossische Zeitung.” 

After stating that amalgamation of 
the second and third internationales 
was impossible, Stalin diagnosed the po- 
litical situation in Western Europe as 
critical, saying that although partial 
capitalistic stabilization was possible, 
capitalism never would return to its 
prewar firmness. 


Cites Sacco Reaction. 


“The reaction of the execution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti offers the most glar- 
ing evidence of the growing discontent 
among the workers,” he added. 

When one of the delegates inquired 
as to the attitude toward the opposition, 
Stalin cited Alphonse Daudet’s novel. 
“Tartarin de Tarascon,” saying: 

“You remember how Tartarin’s brag- 
ging ended scandalously. The bragging 
of the oppositionary leaders will wind 
up in similar confusion and scandal.’ 


MRS. SHERMAN CALLS 
FOR DRY ACT SUPPORT 


Asserts That Women Will Not 
Allow Amendment to Go 
Into Oblivion. 


New York, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—The wom- 
en of the United States do not intend 
to allow the eighteenth amendm-nt to 
“lapse into oblivion,” Mrs. John D. 
Sherman, president of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, declared 
today at special prayer services of the 
Woman’s National Committee for Law 
Enforcement, held in the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church. 

“This is a crusade, and we have en- 
listed not for a battle but for the war,” 
she told the woman’s committee in 
urging strict enforcement of the Vol- 
stead law and defeat of any attempts to 
modify its provisions. She asserted that 
incomplete enforcement of the amend- 
ment was no argument for its repeal. 

Mrs. Sherman named the Secretary of 
the Treasury as the official “directly 
responsible” for enforcement of the 
liquor law. 

“No man in the history of our Na- 
tion,” she said, “has .ad such complete 
power to enforce, or discredit, any Fed- 
eral statut as has been given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the admin- 
istration of the prohibition law.” 

Referring to the individual enforce- 
ment agent, Mrs. Sherman called on the 
women’s committee to pray that all of- 
ficers so empowered will fulfill their 
powers. -

Alleged Holdup Man, Taken 
in Mountains, Accuses

Reading, Pa., Nov. 13 (A.P.).—State 
police announced tonight that they 
had captured Frank Glass, of Plow- 
ville, sought in connection with the 
$22,000 postal robbery at Birdsboro last 
Thursday. Glass was captured in the 
interior of the Welsh Mountains. 

Corpl. Reichert, who reported the 
capture, said that Glass had confessed 
the holdup and had implicated several 
postal clerks.

Walska that his 
youngest daughter, Mathilde, had a 
romance of her own, ‘the 16-year-old 
heiress wedding Max Oser, Swiss riding 
instructor, three times her age. Math- 
ilde’s marriage aroused her mother into 
court action in an effort to prevent the 
ceremony, but she failed, and Mathilde 
married with her father’s blessing.

His first wife, Mrs. Edith Rocke- 
feller McCormick, is, in her own right, 
one of the wealthiest women in the 
world, and a leader in Chicago so- 
ciety. Their marriage united two of the 
largest fortunes in the country.

All his former henchmen, the army 
of lawbreakers he made wealthy, want 
Remus to get off Their sentiments 
were crystallized by Buck Brady, the 
strong-arm field marshal of the Remus 
mob, who said today: 

“If a woman wants'to quit a guy she 
can check out. But she oumin’t to play 
him two ways.” 


Killing Seen Justified. 


Brady and others think Mrs. Remus 
and her alleged former lover, Franklin 
L. Dodge, prohibition agent, persecuted 
and robbed George Remus while he 
lay, paying for his bootlegging opera- 
tions, in Atlanta Prison. Therefore, 
they say, Remus was justified in chas- 
ing his wife on her way to divorce 
him here, overpowering her, and send- 
ing a bullet into her breast, 

Certainly, as Remus talked in his 
“office” today, he seemed to think him- 
self justified. This strange Napoleonic 
figure, with beady little eyes and 
Swift brain, showed no emotion when 
he said: 

“I'll never forget that last minute 
when I held her and shot. She cried to 
me, ‘Daddy, don’t! You know I love 
you!’ 

“But I fired. She betrayed me physi- 
cally and financially, and I was so 


harassed I aid not know which way to 
turn.” 


Has Easy Life in Jail. 


Remus, nervous as a cat, paced the 
room as he talked. The only time he 
goes into a cell on murderer’s rew in 
Hamilton County Jail is when he goes 
to sleep. Because he is acting as his 
own attorney, Remus has been given 
half the jailer’s office for his own. He 
has a bed there, too. He works on a 
typewriter, interviews witnesses at a 
big desk, and orders the jailers about 
as though they were valets. Twelve 
suits hang about the walls—Remus may 
be broke, as he says he is, but he is 
still a Beau Brummel. 

He celebrated the eve of the trial for 
his life by a big chicken dinner for 
every prisoner. They all toasted him—in 
water. After He had eaten heartily. 
Remus received a wire from his daugh- 
ter, Romola, which read: 

“Dear Daddy, I love you and am 
with you. I'll be there to see you win.” 

Romola, daughter of a previous mar- 
riage, and a cabaret singer, intends 
to help her father in his fight. 


Trail May Lead Here. 


Miss Ruth Remus, daughter of Imo- 
gene Holmes Remus by her first mar- 
riage, will be here too, hoping to hear 
the slayer of her mother sent to his 
Own death. Ruth, a pretty girl of 18,

PRESBYTERIANS MAY 
LIMIT DIVORCE CAUSE 


10,000 Ministers Study Pro- 
posal to Make Adultery 
the Only Grounds. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 12 (A.P.).—Elimi- 
nation of desertion as a fecognized rea- 
son for divorce and restriction of di- 
vorce to the sole grounds of adultery 
are urged as changes in the law of the 
Presbyterian Church, in an official doc- 
ument being transmitted to the 10,000 
Presbyterian ministers in the United 
States from the headquarters here of 
Dr Louis S. Mudge, stated clerk of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly. 

Distribution of the documents for 
discussion among the churches was 
authorized by the general assembly at 
San Francisco last May and the report 
has been in preparation since. Final 
action is to be taken at the next gen- 
eral assembly in Tulsa, Okla., in May, 

928. 

The document includes a paper 
on “The Church and Divorce,” by 
Dr. Clarence Edward MacArtney, pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Pittsburgh, former moderator of the 
general assembly, and also a_  “sta- 
tistical study of marriage and di- 
vorce by Dr William Chalmers Covert, 
of Philadelphia, general secretary of the 
Presbyterian Board of Christian Educa- 
tion. Both represent a special commit- 
tee on marriage and divorce which was 
appointed by the general ase mbly 
especially to investigate the modern “di- 
vorce evil,” with a view to revising the 
law of the church.

HAMMOND ASKS VOTERS 
TO THROW OFF APATHY 


Wants U. S. Citizens to De- 
mand Clean Politics and 
Defat Grafters. 


HOLDS EDUCATION NEEDED 


John Hays Hammond, chairman of 
the department of political education 
of the National Civic Federation, in a 
‘release made public last night, appealed 
to the citizenry of the United States 
to awaken from their lethargy and 
take a stand for clean politics. 

“No one will deny that the political 
conditions of our times are infinitely 
better than in the days of the Credit 
Mobilier,” he stated, “however, under 
our higher moral standards, all the 
greater is the obligation resting upon 
us, as enlightened and patriotic citi- 
zens, to refuse to tolerate the rotten- 
ness which we know to exist today.” 

Hammond scored those persons who 
refuse to vote because they claim there 
is no difference between the parties and 
that they are all corrupt. If, as alleged, 
the party organizations have been cap- 
tured by grafters and others seeking to 
use them for selfish purposes so much 
greater is the duty devolving upon loyal 
citizens to wrest them from such evil 
control, he said. 

Mr. Hammond ascribed the cause of 
the present conditions in politics to 
the ignorance and apathy of the voters. 
The voters should be enlightened upon 
all issues affecting the welfare of the 
country. in order that they may vote 
intelligently, he said. He pointed out 
that this could be accomplished by the 
various civic organizations in the cities 
throughout the country. He declared 
himself in favor of enlisting the “energy 
and enthusiasm of the youth of our 
land in the movement for higher and 
better citizenship.” 


24 Hurt When Floor 
Of Church Collapses 


Indianapolis, Nov. 13 (A.2.).—Twen- 
ty-four persons, all colored, were in- 
jured when the floor of the Tabernacle 
Baptist Church, here, collapsed durfng 
corner stone laying exercises this 
afternoon, precipitating 200 persons 
into the basement, 25 feet below.

MORE SUGAR EATING, 
CONFERENCE SUBJECT 


Growers Contend Increased | 


Consumption Good for 


People Everywhere. 


Paris, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—One of the ob- 
jects of the conference of the world’s 
sugar interests, which is being held 
here, is to get people everywhere to 
eat more sugar, on the theory that it 
will be good for them, as well as tend- 
ing to establish an equilibrium as be- 
tween production, exportation and 
consumption. 

Col. Jose Tarafa, head of the Cuban 
Sugar Defense Committee, who is pre- 
siding over the conference, thinks that 
the negotiations will arrive at some- 
thing tangible, but prefers to wait un- 
til the talking has ended before say- 
ing what. 

Col. Tarafa sat with delegates from 
Germany, Poland and Czechoslovakia 
for twelve hours yesterday. They con- 
tinued their discussion today, and ex- 
pect to finish tomorrow. The Cuban 
representative then will proceed to 
Amsterdam to confer with representa- 
tives of the Duth and other sugar pro- 
ducers. 

France being outside the sugar ex- 
porting group of nations is not repre- 
sented, although this year’s immense 
beet crop, which has overtaxed the 
capacity of the refining plants, started 
a demand among the producers for the 
removal of the embargo on sugar ex- 
ports.

LABOR LEADERS GATHER 
TO AD COAL STRIKERS 


A. F. of L. Seeking Way to 
Support 45,000 Out in 
Pennsylvania. 


TERROR REIGN ALLEGED 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 13 (A.P.).—The 
field marshals of the organized labor 
movement were mobilizing in Pitts- 
burgh tonight for a conference, opening 
tomorrow, to discuss means of “backing 
up” 45,000 striking union miners in 
the western,and central Pennsylvania 
coal districts in their effort to main- 
tain the Jacksonville wage scale. 

President William Green. of the 
Amiericam Federation of Labor, will 
preside at the conference, which will 
be attended by national and interna- 
tional presidents of various unions, the 
executive council of the labor federa- 
tion and other representatives of the 
3,000,000 or more wage earners affill- 
ated with the national labor body. 

The conference was authorized by the 
recent Los Angeles convention of the 
labor federation. Former Gov. Gifford 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania was invited 
to address the conference and has 
made hotel reservations here. 

Preliminary to the conference issues 
of the strike were discussed at a mass 
meeting this afternoon. Phillip Mur- 
ray, international vice president of the 
miners’ union, and P. T. Fagan, presi- 
dent of District No. 5, detailed the 
struggle of the 45,000 union miners of 
western Pennsylvania from the time 
the Pittsburgh Coal Co. went nonunion 
two years ago through the period after 
April *. when other mining concerns 
changed to a nonunion labor policy 
after expiration of the union wage con- 
tract. 

Intimation of an effort to apply po- 
litical pressure through force of public 
opinion upon unnamed office holders 
was contained in Murray’s address. 

The “deplorable conditions’ sur- 
rounding the eviction of miners’ fami- 
lies was stressed by Murray. who said 
some 8 000 families either had been dis- 
possessed from company houses or that 
proceedings against them were pending 
in the courts. Two-thitds are being 
cared for by the union, he said. Mur- 
ray pointed out that surety companies 
are restrained by a Federal injunction 
from posting bonds to appeal eviction 
Cases.

war,” declaring the 
miners had been intimidated by a 
private army of coal and iron police 
and that the situation had become a 
“reign of terror” since April 1.

Commission’s Rejection of the 
McNary-Haugen Bill Gives

Administration efforts looking to a 
solution of the farm relief problem 
were spurred on yesterday by the new 
fuel.added to the controversy with the 
report in New York of the Business 
Men’s Commission on Agriculture. 


While attention is centered here now 
on the formation of a bill designed 
to stabilize farm prices through orderly 


sideration by ite reference also to re- 
vision of the tariff and railroad rates 
and to strengthening of the rural bank- 
ing system. 

In this comnection, Senator Brook- 
hart, of Iowa, one of the group of 
Western independent Republican sen- 
ators, issued a statement yesterday at- 
tributing 65 per cent of the farmer’s 
troubles to the high cost of credit in 
the Federal Reserve banking system and 
in the géneral banking system under 
national and State laws. 


Silent on Tariff. 


The business men’s rejection of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, which President 
Coolidge vetoed, gave opponents of this 
legislation new heart, and its suggestion 
that a Federal farm board be appointed 
to supervise marketing was listened to 
attentively by this group. Its proposa) 
for tariff revision, however, resulted 
in studied silence by administration 
mem bers. 

Senator Brookhart proposed that the 
Federal Bank rediscount rate be fixed 
at 3 = cent by law and that the Fed- 
eral Reserve act be amended to prohibit 
member banks from making loans for 
speculative purposes. 

e Iowa senator declared a 3 per 
cent rediscount rate could be fixed if 
ordinary banks were prohibited from 
paying interest to another bank on re- 
deposits, and this business was thereby 
forced into the reserve banks. He would 
authorize the reserve banks to pay 2 per 
cent interest om these deposits. 

“This,” he said, “would greatly in- 
crease the volume of business of the 
reserve banks, and they could sureiy 
Operate successfully on a rédiscount 
rate of 3 per cent, which ought to be 
fixed by law.

“If the rediscount rate were 3 per 
cent, a 2 per cent margin is wide’ 
enough for the ordinary interest rate 
to farmers and the general business of 
the country. Congress should there- 
fore provide a usury law at 5 per cent 
rate, and give agriculture an equal 
chance with the other business of the 
country.” 

Senator Brookhart also proposed an 
amendment of the intermediate credit 
bank act to give these banks powers of 
the Federal Reserve Bank, inoluding 
power to issue reserve notes as money, 
‘Dut upon cooperative principles.” 

He would then permit country banks 
and labor banks to become members of 
this cooperative reserve system which 
“would give the farmers and the labor- 
ing ple of the country the right to 
orga their own savings in a com- 
plete cooperative system under their 
own control, and these savings are far 
more than the credit requirements of 
agriculture and labor.”

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May Soon Be Treated 
Without Isolation. 


New York, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—Progress 
in the treatment of leprosy at the 
Philippine colony of Culion now Jjusti- 
fies the belief that soon patients suffer- 
ing only mild cases of the disease no 
longer will be isolated but treated near 
their homes, Manuel Quezon, president 
of the Philippine Senate, declared to- 
day. 

“Up to the present time,’”’ Mr. Quezon 
said, “cures have been effected among 
those who were suffering more or less 
slightly from the disease. The sci- 
entists are hard at work on an eradica- 
tion program which we firmly believe 
will in time be efficacious in all stages. 

Asserting that one-third of the total 
health appropriations of the Philippine 
government, nearly 2 per cent of the 
total Federal income, was spent in com- 
bating leprosy, Quezon denied recent 
reports from Manila that the Culion 
Leprosarium was to be abolished by 
the Philippine Legislature. 

Mr. Quezon expressed himself as ap- 
preciative of the campaign to raise 
$2,000,000 in the United States to com- 
bat leprosy which the late Gen. Leonard 
Wood sponsored.

imports, increase their exports and become 
more self-sufficient in respect to agricul- 
tural products. The full effect of this 
change has been deferred by continual 
foreign loans, but the decreased purchas- 
ing power of foreign markets for Ameri- 
can products has been more seriously felt 
by the farmers than by other industries. 

Here, in effect, 
acturing industry of the United States shall 
be made to suffer greater competition in the 
American market in order that foreigners may 
be enabled to buy more American farm prod- 
ucts. We believe that this if taken, 
would be fatal the prosperity of the Re- 
public. American prosperity depends upon the 
employment of its people at living wages. 
This employment, in turn, depends upon pos- 
session of the enormous American market by 
American producers. Destroy the market and 
employment is destroyed; and with unemploy- 
ment the farmer would find his greatest mar- 
ket—the home market—destroyed also. ‘The 
increased foreign demand for American farm 
products—even if it should increase—would 
be.a pitiful return for the loss of the home 
market, which consumes the great bulk of all 
farm products. ! 

It is not wise or just to destroy the pros- 
perity of one class of Americans in the hope of 
promoting the prosperity of another class. If 
American bankers have lent much money 
to foreigners that there doubt as to the 
repayment of the loans, let the bankers find 
a remedy. American workingmen should not 
be-compelled to foot the bill by accepting lower 
Wages or unemployment in order to permit 
foreigners to dump their goods in this market. 
In the long run the farmers would foot the 
bill, because of the inability of workless 
Americans to consume foodstuffs as liberally 
‘as they now consume them. The American 
workingman eats meat freely. How much 
meat would he eat if his wages were brought 
down to the level of the European worker, 
who is lucky if he can eat meat once a week? 
Where would the farmer market his cattle, 
hogs, sheep and poultry? 

The tariff is not the cause of farm depres- 
sion. On the contrary, it is the chief bulwark 
against farm disaster. Farm products are 
protected by the tariff, and behind its protec-

erated by the blow torch can cut through it 
expeditiously. 

The safe and vault industry has been hard 
pressed to keep pace with the improvements 
devised by criminals. In the last century, fol- 
lowing the development of steel, it was thought 
that man had devised a metal that would re- 
sist all attacks. Within a- decade safe robbers 
had developed counter weapons that made 
steel safes ridiculously easy to open. They 
yielded with no more resistance than tin offers 
to a can opener. Weight and thickness were 
increased, and the expert cracksman turned to 
nitroglycerin, which, when poured into the 
joints of and old-fashioned safe, sheared away 
its fastenings in a moment. 

There came the day when makers announced 
that they had found ways of circumventing the 
safe blowers, and the burglars utilized the blow 
torches, whose intense heat dissolved hard 
tempered steel. By throwing the heat onto 
graphite the robbers were able to develop a 
temperature of more than 7,000 degrees, and 
the burden was once more upon the manufac- 
turers, 

The successive layers 
now employed will, it is believed, resist all 
known destructive forces. The hard steel 
yields to heat, but the copper retards it. <Ac- 
cording to the present claimS8, robbers can not 
penetrate these safes in less than a day’s hard 
work, with equipment weighing five tons. It 
is hard to imagine cracksmen with so much 
time and with such facilities at their disposal. 
They may, however, if the swing continues as 
it has in the past, invent means of melting the 
new compound, and thus the problem of pro- 
tecting valuables against the enterprising bur- 
glar will be renewed.

TRAFFIC 


OFFICIAL VIOLATIONS. 


Injury of two persons by a fire truck last 
week serves to emphasize the fact that drivers 
of such vehicles have a double duty to per- 
form in protecting the lives of citizens. When 
responding to a call they must of necessity 
At all times, 
however, they must be extremely vigilant lest, 
because of that speed, they place the lives of by- 


standers in danger. 


The driver of the ladder wagon which swept 
around the corner and struck down two citizens 
should have xnown the turning radius of his 
vehicle, and should have halted before permit- 
ting it to cause injury. The life he may have 
been instrumental in saving at a fire was of no 
greater value than the one he imperiled along 
the route. There probably will be no repeti- 
tion of the incident, however, and it is of gen- 
eral importance only in so far as it serves to 
call attention to violations of traffic rules by 
police and fire vehicles. _

If police and fire vehicles, when not engaged 
in emergency service have the right to violate 
traffic rules the public is entitled to know 
about it. Otherwise there are bound to be 
accidents. 


A NEW COAL FIELD. 


Just when the world’s most eminent econ- 
Omists scare us half to death by pointing out 
that the supply of coal is being used up so 
rapidly that a fuel famine is imminent, the 
Department of the Interior relieves the strain 
by finding a fresh deposit. 

Up to the present there have been mined 
17,800,000,000 tons of the “dusky diamonds’’ 
in the United States, and in spite of strikes and 
lockouts miners in all fields bring more than 
10,000,000 tons to the surface every week. 
Because of this great consumption the country 
has been continually advised to prepare for 


‘the day when coal will be no longer obtainable. 


But new fields as potential sources of supply 
have been located. The Gillette coal field in 
northeastern Wyoming, says the Geological 
Survey. contains over 14,500,000,000 tons in 
workable seams, and while the fuel is not to be 
compared with the anthracite of the Pennsyl- 
vania mines, it has been successfully used tor 
the production of steam by several railroads. 
and it can be very readily mined by the ‘“‘strip- 
ping process.” 

A considerable part of which 
described as ‘‘black lignite,’’ is located on the 
public domain and is subject to lease in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the act of 1920. 
Furthermore, the field is within 50 or 60 miles 
of existing railroads and is said to be rich in 
oil and other ingredients, the removal of which 
before shipment will not only reduce freight 
charge and increase the radius within which 
it can be marketed, but will possibly also open 
up a profitable source of by-products. 

The Gillette field contains enough fuel to 
last the country at least long enough to enable 
the explorers to measure up the probable sup- 
ply in other States, to say nothing of Alaska, 
which is said to have enough to furnish the 
Pacific Coast States for another hundred years.

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PROMOTING THE BIG FIGHT. 

There is more than a slight indication that 
a major war is brewing in boxing circles, with 
Gene Tunney, world’s heavyweight champion, 
placed squarely in the center of the fray. The 
question at issue Who to promote the 
next championship bout? 

The prize of war is well worth while. It 
is futile to guess’ how many persons can be 
gathered together to witness the next cham- 
pionship contest. Gate receipts, however, un- 
in excess of $2,000,000 if 
those of the Soldier Field battle can be used 
as a yardstick, which will make possible, even 
after the participants are paid off, enormous 
profits to the promoter. 

Tex Rickard has had a monopoly on the 
championship fight promoting business for 
some time, and until recently it was taken for 
granted that he would be behind the cham- 
pion’s next public appearance. Jim Mullen, 
Chicago promoter, has now stepped into the 
with an announcement that he will 
sign Gene Tunney for an appearance in Chi- 
cago next summer. In the background stands 
the person of Humbert Fugazy. Rickard’s 
rival in New York, who last year thought he 
had the championship bout “‘sewed up,” and 
who, according to rumor, is about to open a 
vast indoor arena under his own management. 
He, too, apparently expects to sign up Tunney. 

In the meantime, it is common knowledge 
that the present champion is a little upset 
over rumors that Dempsey has been under 
Rickard’s management all along, and that Leo 
P. Flynn, the former champion’s adviser, ac- 
tually had been appointed by the promoter. 
Tunney, naturally, does not believe that his 
interest was guarded adequately by a pro- 
moter who also was manager of the opponent. 

What the outcome will be nobody knows. 
Maybe Mr. Rickard’s sway as the country’s 
greatest promoter of fistiana is about to be 
terminated. He will fight hard, however, to 
retain his position. What else would he do, 
with millions of dollars at stake?

Chorus of, 60 Greeted With 
Prolonged Applause. 


THIRD CONCERT TONIGHT 


Two memorable concerts by the West- 
minster Choir, of Dayton, Ohio, yes- 
terday left Washington profoundly im- 
pressed with the abiding 1 musical dis- 
tinction of this aggregation of church 


which has won nation-wide re- 
a and is now on a coast-to-coast 
ur. 

The opening concert was in honor of 
the Diplomatic Corps, and was given be- 
fore a brilliant assemblage in the ball- 
room of the Mayflower yesterday after- 
noon. At 8 p. m, the same program 
was repeated for the public in the 
Mayflower ballroom. Under ‘the aus- 
pices of the Washington Church Music 
Council, a third concert will be given 
tonight in the auditorium of Central 
High School at popular prices. John 
F. Williamson, conductor of the choir, 
led both concerts yesterday and will 
direct his singers tonight. 

The Westminster Choir is composed 
of 60 picked voices and is ranked with 
the Florentine and Prague choirs. Its 
mission is to arouse greater interest 
in choral and church music throughout 
the country. At its choir school in 
Dayton representatives of fourteen 
States are in training to become leaders 
of choruses and choirs. Mrs. H. E. Tal- 
bott, of Dayton, is its chief patron and 
has assumed much of the financial re- 
sponsibility for the choir. 

Yesterday’s concerts were a_ vivid 
demonstration of the range of church 
and choral music from the famous old 
Latin hymns to modern church music 
sponded to the slightest wave of its 
ance, precision and attack the choir re- 
sponded to hte slightest waye of its 
léader’s hand with a surety which comes 
alone from long training. The most 
remarkable feature of the choir is its 
ability to simulate orchestral effects in 
accompanying solo vioces by the skill- 
ful use of the hum in answering the 
gentle appeals of Mr. Williamson, who 
leads without apparent effort or unnec- 
essary gesture. Just as the choir sings 
throughout from memory, so Mr. Will- 
iamson conducts without the music be- 
fore him. He secures, nevertheless, not 
only precision and shading, but dra- 
matic and other emotional effects. 

The entire program was unaccom- 
panied and the absolute pitch main- 
tained by the singers was a real musical 
achievement in itself. The closest ob- 
server could: not detect the slightest 
deviation from the key in any of the 
numbers, and this in spite of the fact 
that several of the selections were most 
intricate in. construction. 

Much of the solo work was done by 
Miss Lorean Hodapp, who has y soprano 
of rare beauty. Her enunciation was 
splendid. The diction of the Latin 
numbers sung by the entire choir was 
of high quality. 

After a group of ancient church 
chorals, the second- group introduced 
one of the high points of the program, 
Johnannes Brahm’s fifty-first Psalm. 
The fugue-like effects, the humming 
accompaniment in several portions 
rivaled in interest the beautiful “Three 
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DIRECTOR JOHN FINLEY 
WILLIAMSON, 


Kings,” an old Catalonian nativity 
song, which preceded it* and which 
showed Miss Hodapp’s voice to good ad- 
vantage. 


In the ‘third group a unique ar- 
rangement of Dvorak’s “Going Home,” 
with a humming accompaniment in 
part of it led: to. such continued ap- 
plause that the choir encored with a 
quaint number hummed all the way 
through with spectacular effects. \gain 
the choir demonstrated the high art 
of the hum seldom heard in Washing- 
ton. 

In this same group, “God Is a Spirit,” 
by David Hugh Jones, was given its 
first performance in public. It is an 
anthem with many surpassing points 
of musical beauty and should prove 
popular with choirmasters who possess 
mixed choirs of the same general make- 
up as the Westminster. 

The concluding group presented sev- 
eral modern church music. selections 
sung with understanding, technique 
and loveliness of tone quality. 

At the concert tonight at the Central 
High School the program will be the 
same with the exception of one group 
of sacred songs added. E. E. P.

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HOW TO 
KEEP WELL 


BEWARE OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS SEED. 
HE epidemic of infantile paralysis 
T started too late this summer to get 
the country well seeded before cold 
weather set in. However, enough of it 
Was spread around to start off early next 
summer with a good first crop. If the 
people, the physicians and the health 


may be a lot of it between May and 
August next year. 

The great epidemic of 1916 was well 
started in May. In the above list the 
people were named first because in the 


line of defense they come first. Infan- 
tile paralysis starts off as a mild bowel 
Gisturbance, or a mild fever, and the 
great majority of the cases never get 
beyond that and are not seen by physi- 
cians. The parents think of the out- 
breaks as mild attacks of bowel trouble 


If the mother notices that her child 
does not want to be held, or seems in 
pain when moved, she is advised to send 
for a physician. Many of the cases seen 
by the physicians do not go beyond this 
stage and are not diagnosed as infantile 
paralysis. All of these mild, typical 
cases help to spread the disease. In fact. 
they are just the cases that are most 
likely to seed the country. 

Those cases which go on to paralysis 
are not likely to spread the disease 
Health departments will watch them 
carefully enough. So far as that group 
is concerned, the people and the physi- 
cians are more interested in knowing 
how to limit the wasting as much as 
possible. 


Dr. Walter J. Craig answers that ques- 
tion as follows: During the acute stage 
the sick person.must be kept absolutely 
quiet in bed. The affected muscles must 
be kept warm, as well as quiet. They 
must be supported in such positions as 
will prevent stretching. Under no cir- 
cumstances must massage, exercise cr 
electricity be used during the acute 
stage. Warm baths may be of service. 
Later comes the stage when there is 
no longer pain and tenderness when the 
muscles are manipulated. It is then tirne 
to begin manipulation, massage and use. 
But this must be carefully begun and 
carefully increased. The weak mus- 
cles must never be fatigued nor over- 
stretched. Carefully increased use of 
the affected muscles will bring many of 
them back to a@ reasonable size and 
strength. There is seldom any excuse 
for the extreme wasting which was 60 
frequeritly the outcome in the old days 
The after care of infantile paralysis 
is more important than the care of the 
case. Some make good use of the tank 


method of muscle training.

Advance Is Significant. 


An advance in prices of bars, shapes 
and plates by two subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel Corporation and one 
independent company was regarded as 
carrying more significance than ap- 
peared on the surface. Buying of steel 
has been for actual needs, restricted to 
a large degree by consumers’ expecta- 
tions that even lower prices might be 
forthcoming. The upward swing, indi- 
cating that prices have “turned the cor- 
ner” is expected to bring in a fair rush 
of orders from buyers who have been 
holding off. , 

A sharp increase in unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel Corporation was 
another outstanding development of the 
week, which tended to revive optimism 
in the trade outlook. Buying of rails 
by two large carrier systems and pipe 
by the oil industry contributed a fair 
share to the growing belief that better 
days are not far off. 

Improvement of the copper trade, 
while slight, also created confidence. 
Organization of a copper institute on 
the order of the American Iron & Steel 
Institute is expected to result in great 
benefit to this branch of the industry. 
More effective determination of pro- 
duction costs will lend itself to more 
standardized methods in setting prices 
for the red metal. 


> 
Laid to Good Retail Trade. 


Activity of mercantile shares on the 
stock exchange was attributed to ex- 
pectations of excellent retail trade, par- 
ticularly throughout the holiday sea- 
son. Buying of agricultural implements 
was reported as picking up and run- 
ning ahead of last year. 

Renewed nervousness developed in 
the oil industry on the discovery of a 


j new field to the south of Seminole, in 


Oklahoma. Some fears were expressed 
that a new era of over production might 
ensue. 

Cotton goods continued to reflect the 
erratic movement in the speculative 
cotton market. Colder weather re- 
sulted in a quickening of the demand 
for woolens and worsteds, but silks were 
moving a little slower. 

The ease of the money market was 
exemplified by the $700,000,000 over- 
subacription of the new #$%400,000,000 
issue of Treasury 3%. per cent certifi- 
cates and by the prompt absorption of 
more than $100,000,000 in new bonds 
in the New York market. Bank clear- 
ings, however, were off about 18 per 
cent from the week before, but slightly 
greater than the same period of 1926.

HOTEL BLAZE; 1a 19 INJURED 


Victims Trédoed i in Corridor 
When Firemen Believed 
All Were Out. 


POLICE CHARGE LAXITY 


Indianapolis, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—An early 
morning fire that trapped occupants of 
the third-floor rooms in the Graystone 
apartment hotel here resulted in the 
loss of eight lives today. Thirteen per- 
sons suffered from injuries and one of 
them, a city fireman, may die. 

The fire, originating from an un- 
known cause in an elevator shaft, ap- 
parently ate its way slowly to the third 
floor and suddenly spread out, cutting 
off all means of escape 

The dead included six women, a 
young girl and a young boy The vic- 
tims: Miss Alice Furr Miss Stella Kim- 
berling, Mrs. Jessie Campbell, Miss 
Clara Allen, 54; Mrs. Erna Busselle, 41; 
Miss Elizabeth Russelle, 17; Roy Zim- 
merman, 14; Ruth Rawlins, 13. 

William Weisharr was the fireman 
who suffered injuries that may prove 
fatal. 

The Graystone Hotel, a three-story 
brick structure, is located on Illinois 
street, near New York street, close to 
the downtown district. It housed a 
number of inexpensive apartments, 

The first fire companies arriving at 
the hotel made a hurried survey and 
concluded that all the occupants had 
escaped. It was not until some mo- 
ments later that a squad carrying a 
hose down a flame swept hallway dis- 
covered that there had been fatalities. 

All of the dead were found on the 
third floor, where they had been caught 
as they attempted to leave their rooms 
and make their way to a fire escape 
Nearly all of the bodies were so badly 
burned that identification was difficult 

Extra police details were called to 
bring order out of the confusion cre- 
ated as hundreds of persons from 
neighboring hotels and apartments 
thronged about the burning building, 

Residents of the hotel could give 
but few details*of the disaster. A cry 
of “fire” shortly after “midnight, a 
frantic exit and a few faint shrieks 
from those unable to escape—that was 
the meager information from survivors 

City and State officials have under 
way the customary investigation to 
determine if all laws pertaining to 
emergency exits and fire prevention 
precautions had been complied with 

The hotel is owned by the Investors 
Realty Co. of Indianapolis. O.J.Smith, 
president of a realty firm that handles 
the rental of the hotel apartments, de- 
clayed that the building was of sub- 
stantial construction and expressed the 
opinion that the victims would have 
escaped had they remained in their 
rooms until firemen had conquered the 
blaze in the hallway.

Philadelphia, Nov. 13 (A P.) —Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh today received his 
first honorary degree In the presence 
of diplomatic representatives from 
fourteen countries, churchmen and 
members of the Knights of Columbus, 
the honorary degrce of master of 
science in aeronautics was bestowed 
upon the transatlantic flier by St. 
Josepl’s College. Cardinal Dougherty 
took a promine, . part in the exer- 
cises, 

The ceremony was a feature of the 
corne: stone jayine and dedication of 
the first unit of the new college build- 
ings, which will cost approximately 
$10,000,000 It also marked the diamond 
jubilee of the college. 

The Rev. Albert C. Brown, 8. J., 
president of the college, conferred the 
degree on Lindbergb who wore cap 
and gown. It was the first time in its 
long history that the degree of mas- 
ter of science in aeronautics had been 
conferred by St. Joseph’s 

“It is a great privilege,” said Father 
Brown in presenting the degree, “to 
bestow high honor on men of unusual 
literary or scientific achievement, But 
it is a greater privilege and pleasure 
to bestow a degree on one who has 
added dauntless courage and daring 
to scientific knowledge and to one who 
has preserved unchanged and un- 
spoiled his American character.” 

Col. Lindbergh spoke briefly. After 

expressing his thanks for the honor he 
said: 
“It has been with very great pleas- 
ure that I have watched the interest 
of colleges and schools throughout the 
country in the industry of aeronautics. 
The future of this industry will be 
governed to a great .extent by the 
students of the wuhiversities and col- 
leges of America. 

“Therefore, I want to thank and 
congratulate this institution in its 
foresight in inaugurating a course in 
aeronautics.”

Schlee declared it “a little early” to 
outline plans in detail, but spoke with 
assurance of the goal in view. It !s 
virtually certain the start will be made 
from Detroit, he said. 

Before they “hop off” for the tip 
of the South American continent, how- 
ever, the fliers plan to try for the 
world’s endurance record, they de- 
clared last night. The present endur- 
ance mark of 52 hours of continuous 
fiying is held by the Germans. 


In preparation for this flight the 
pair are having the motor completely 
overhauled, whose power propelled 
them half way around the world They 
will leave tomorrow for New York.

ing at 6:05 this morning. 

For tonight Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
will receive the Hubbard Medal at the 
hands of the President of the United 
States before one of the most distin- 
guished audiences ever assembled in 
Washington. 

Only seven others in the history of 
the National Geographic Society have 
won the golden emblem that tonight 
will adorn the breast of the youth who 
crossed an ocean alone in he tiny silver 
plane.

Paris, Nov. 13 (A.P.).—Colored paper

4 AT COST OF $200,000 


Auditorium, Game Room and 
Barber Shop Planned 
for Veterans.

A new Red Cross recreational center 
at Walter Reed Hospital, for the use of 
the hundreds of disabled veterans and 
enlisted personnel of the hospital is 
mearing completion and will house staff 
offices of the organization today. The 
three-story brick building cost about 
$200,000, and will be formally opened 
at a reception Thanksgiving. 

It will contain a large auditorium 
on the main floor, where entertainers 
may perform. The basement will house 
&® game room containing two pool ta- 
bles, a recreational office and a barber 
shop and post exchange, the last two 
to be operated by the Army. 

Both the lower and main floors are 
connected with the hospital ward by 
covered porches, through which pa- 
tients may be wheeled. There will be 
feading rooms, sun parlors and music 
rooms, an information room and a sup- 
ply room, where visiting volunteer 
workers may store their stocks of fruit, 
candies, cakes and magazines which 
they distribute through the wards. 


Bedrooms for Visitors. 


Twelve bedrooms in the corners of 
the building on the upper floor will 
provide living quarters for relatives of 
patients whose presence may be re- 
quired as in cases of severe illness or 
in psychopathic cases. The bedrooms 
sre connected by a foyer to a large 
living room. 

In the auditorium, which measures 
140 by 175 feet, a projection room con- 
tains two motion-picture projectors 
donated to the center. Many other 
pieces of equipment are being donated 
The interior of the building is fin- 
ished in decorative rough plaster with 
brown woodwork. 

The work of the center is in charge 
of Miss Margaret H. Lower, who is 
assisted by Thomas S. Blandford. Miss 
Helen E. Martin is in charge of the 
medical social service department com- 
posed of Miss Juanita Humphrey, Miss 
Jeanne Humphrey and Miss Effie-Marie 
Ross.

What might be termed a Rombergian 
musical feast is spread before the dil- 
ettante in “My Maryland,” the operatta 
making its first visit to the Nation’s 
Capital by way of Poli’s Theater. 
Senor Sigmund, master of - interpola- 
tors, has had here a chance to com- 
bine all the patriotic tunes of the 
South and Northland, when these two 
sections were at each others throats, 
the . various State anthems—‘Halle- 
lujah,” from “Yankeeland,” and 
“Maryland, My Maryland” from 
this neighborhood,, and liberal 
sprinkling of national airs, the “Star- 
Spangled Banner,” and “America.” 
There is, of course, the symphonic 
waving of Old Glory and the flag of 
the Confederacy, the blending of Blue 
and Gray. 

Since George N. Cohan waved the old 
flag to shreds, most of this patriotic 
ballyhooing has gone out of style; but 
there remain some who still like it. 
Naturally, not even depending on 
whether forebears came from the North 
or South, there is a certain amount of 
appeal to the emotions in such bla- 
tantly cheap theatricals as these handed 
out in “My Maryland.” Though the 
book is.at all times stilted, and made 
to order, it matters not; the main event 
is ever the cooing, coaxing concoctions 
Mr. Romberg sets in his score—and 
the singing voices that carry musical 
numbers over the footlights. 

Seems sacrilegious—or is it patrile- 
gious?—to ‘suggest, as the press agent 
does, that the theme song from this 
operetta, a piece called “Your Land 
and My Land,” should be made the 
official anthem of the Nation. While 
Congress has been charged with many 
sins, there is little danger of this 
Wilbur Nesbit’s celebrated poem, “Your 
Flag and My Flag,” which may have 
suggested the song, was recited a score 
of times on the floor of the House by 
the late Tom Reilly, of Connecticut 
Yet it was never officially recognized. 
So far as music goes, “The Star 
Spangled Banner” is a tough piece to 
tackle by the average human voice 
Singing its high note would seem com- 
paratively easy to a mob rendition of 
the last stanzas in “Your Land and My 
Land.” This starts off all right, but 
ends disastrously for choral chanting. 
hopping up an octave or so into strains 
of “Hallelejuh.” 

Oiga Cook has the lead role of Bar- 
bara Fritchie—the official flag waver 
of the Civil War. A mightly clear 
coloratura is Miss Cook’s. Opposite her 
is a very handsome young tenor, Alex- 
ander Callum. They are surrounded 
by a bevy of beauties, of the old South 
a corpg of Southern colonels, damn 
Yankees and Johnnie Rebs and a com- 
edian in the person of Oscar Figman— 
all to make holiday in the theater. 

Though this partciular operetta iil 
never set the world on fire, there is no 
gainsaying the fact that it was made 
for the masses—and to order.- It has 
its inspirational moments. A lovely 
duet, “The Same Silver Moon,” fur- 
nishes the high light in the musica] 
score. —JOHN J. DALY.

The claim is made that “Ben-Hur” 
cost $4,000,000 to make, and from the 
army of extras employed, the. massive 
scenic effects and the prominence of 
most of the members of the cast, the 
average moviegoer finds this ,state- 
ment easy to believe. The art of the 
photographer in depicting the terrific 
wreck during the chariot race scene, 
where horses apparently trample over 
the fallen drivers is the cause of much 
speculation.
